caused tho death of Mrs. lionise Hol- 
f**lter. 
She was choked and frightened 
by black ruffians so unmercifully that 
she lost her mind. 
There were 14 negro suspects in the 
the Ponchatoula jail, but only four 
taken out. 
At 9 o'clock lost night a 
comm ittee of w hite citizens called on 
Sheriff F. P. Nix to give up the keys but 
this he refused to do. 
Axes were then 
brought and the jail broken open. 
The 
four suspects were hanged to a tree 
about two blocks away after boing made 
to confess. 
They were: 
Isaiah Rollins, aged IS. 
N athaniel Bowman, aired 47. 
C harles Elliott, aged 80. 
George Bick bam , aged 80. 
Their Didies allowed to hang all night 
w hen they were ca t down and turned 
over to the coroner. A jury was im pan­ 
eled by him and returned a verdict of 
“ hanged bv unknown hands.” 
Mayor W illiam Jackson is doing all in 
his power to restore order, bot is m ak­ 
ing slow progress as committees of citi*
